‘maintained and promoted, and tie ascribed 
its recerit improved sauiitary condition paré- 
ly to this cause. ‘But. wuiless he felt a ge- 
nuine sense of duty, would he thus expose 
himself to all this? Certainly not, becuuse 
it would do tio guod to him. « The. public 
service night starve ; but that would not 
be to the advantage of the public.
